Sydney businessman W.S. Gardiner donated a trophy madein England, called 
the Gardiner Challenge Cup which was contested every year from 1888 and 
was open to all teams from the state of N ew South Wales, members of the 
British Football Association. Prior to 1900, Balmain Football Club won the 
Cup in three consecutive years, 1895-1897. 


It was reported in the The Sydney M orning Herald, Thursday 30 M ay 
1895, p6 that 'a meeting of delegates to the British Football Association 
was held on Tuesday evening in the Protestant H all, Castlereagh Street, M r 
W M cM illan (President) being in the chair. The principal business was the 
drawing for the Gardiner Cup competition, for which the following clubs had 
entered:-Balmain, Pyrmont Rangers, Thistle, M inmi, Parkgrove, Adamstown 
Rosebud and Helensburgh. The Hon secretary (Mr D Gunn) notified that 
the Helensburgh Club had withdrawn, and the delegates decided in order 
to allow of four clubs remaining in the semi final to have two byes, and the 
draw resulted as follows- Pyrmont Rangers v M inmi, at Wentworth Park; 
Adamstown Rosebud v Thistle, at Adamstown; Balmain, a bye, Parkgrove, 
a bye. The competition is to start on the 29th J une.' 


A further report in The Sydney Morning Herald, M onday 14 October 
1895, p6 stated, ‘The Balmain Football Club (British Association rules) 
held their second annual social gathering in the Balmain Town Hall last 
night, when there was a large attendance. A pleasing ceremony was carried 
out by the president who presented gold medals in connection with the 
Gardiner Challenge C up competition to the following players-G. O'Connell, 
J. Gibson (captain), A Tomb, A. Ferguson, R. Thorburn, W. Harrison, J. 
Ferguson, A. Phillip, T. Shipton, F. Holt, C. White, M. Hall, and H. Bradley. 
The handsome cup won by the Balmain club was on view, together with an 
excellent photo group of the team. The proceedings were under the guidance 
of Messrs. A. Donnolly and J. Ferguson, and capital music was rendered by 
H artley's string band. '

he held at his death. H e joined the Petty Sessions Branch of the Department 
of the Attorney General and of J ustice as a junior clerk in August 1899. His 
first appointment as Police M agistrate was at N yngan from January 1922. 
He later served at M udgee and Wollongong and, on the 1st M arch 1928, 
was appointed Chief Industrial M agistrate, when began that long career 
in that jurisdiction which will cause his name to be remembered for many 
years to come. 


Another interesting phase of his lifethat | would takethe liberty of mentioning 
is that the late Mr. Prior was largely, very largely, instrumental in having 
the Rules of the Supreme Court amended to permit Petty Sessions officers, 
after a period of service as such, to sit for the Solicitors’ Examinations, and 
he was the first solicitor to be admitted under the amended Rules. It is also 
relevant to remember that we say farewell today to a South African veteran. 
On 31st December 1899 M r Prior was granted leave without pay to proceed 
to South Africa on military duties, and returned from his war service there 
on 4th M ay 1901.’

Under Count Stephen in 1516 rich deposits of silver ore were discovered in 
the Bohemian basin. It rapidly becameat that placea thriving mining town. In 
1517 thesite was renamed J achymov - in analogy to the Erzgebirge mountain 
places named after saints M arienberg, Annaberg and J osef village. In 1520 
Stephen and his brothers were awarded by the Czech parliament the right to 
mint silver coins, with one side the coat of arms and a representation of the 
Bohemian king (lion) and on the other side the holy J oachim with the coat 
of arms of the Counts of Schlick. It is noteworthy that the document still 
preserved, was written in Czech. It is refered to as the 'St. Joachim Thaler’. 
This guldengroschen enjoyed tremendous popularity and its name was 
quickly shortened to thaler, the name by which it was continued to be used 
over the next four centuries. The name still lives on today in the American 
dollar and the Russian ruble.

Upon M arcel N agy's death a warm tribute was published in Soccer World, 
Vol 15, No 1, 21 January 1972. Under the banner, 'Soccer Pioneer Dies in 
Sydney’, it stated as follows, 


‘It is with extreme sadness that we announce the death of M arcel N agy, one 
of the founders of "Soccer World". Hedied on December 24, at the age of 
79, in Sydney H ospital. 


He came to Australia in 1957, after an illustrious sporting career in his 
native H ungary. For some 35 years, he was one of Hungary's leading soccer 
administrators. In 1957, immediately after the Revolution, he became 
president. H owever, a few months later he left Budapest to join his daughter 
in Sydney. 


M arcel N agy played a major part in the spectacular development of European 
soccer between the two world wars. A close friend of Austria's Hugo M eisl, 
he was instrumental in the formation of the M itropa Cup, forerunner of all 
of today's great European cup events. For years he was a member of FIFA 
executive and attended World Cups and Olympics. After the last war it was 
M arcel N agy who introduced Football Pools in Hungary. 


Soon after his arrival in Sydney, he and a few friends decided to start a 
soccer weekly - "Soccer World". Since then several publications have started 
and folded up - "Soccer World", however, has been publishing without 
interruption ever since, now starting its 15th year. During all these years 
M arcel Nagy was Chairman of Soccer World Publishing Co as well as the 
newspaper's Business M anager. 


His inestimable contribution to the establishment of soccer in Australia 
was widely acknowledged. Some years ago he was invited to join the NSW 
M anagement Committee while the St George Budapest Club elected him 
Life President.' 


M arcel N agy wasthe father of M arta Daniel who, with her husband, operated 
a well known and respected coin and stamp shop in Sydney City under the 
name of M artin Daniel. When her husband died M arta continued trading 
for many more years until she sold her business, then located in the Royal 
Arcade, and retired.

He was an artist and diarist whose 
observations were recorded including a publication on the Penal Settlements 
of Van Diemen's Land, (see Australian Dictionary of Biography p.106 for 
more detailed biography).

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius C aesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues. 


Coson's coin type makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The 
eagle trampling a sceptre and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical 
sentiments that prompted Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing 
a Roman magistrate with his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck 
by Brutus himself in 54 B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew 
the Tarquin kings and founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first 
chief magistrate. This design thus serves to emphasize Brutus' attachment 
to the Republican traditions.

An account of the action in which Flt Lt Terry died. On Sunday 21st 
December, 1941 at 15.30, the Lockheed Hudson AM 837 VX-N belonging 
to Squadron 206 of the RAF (Coastal Command, Group 15) left the base 
at Chivenor in England. The plane had four crew: 


Flying Officer (RAF), Rawes, Errington Douglas, Pilot, 25 yrs old. 
Flight Lieutenant (RN ZAF) Terry, lan Wingate, N avigator, 25 yrs old. 
Sergeant (RAF) Durrant, James William, W.O p/Air gunner, 20 yrs old. 
Sergeant (RAF) Watts, Ronald Leslie, W.O p/Air Gunner, 19 yrs old. 


T hey had all been on several missions but this was the first time that these 
four airmen flew together on a mission. Eric had flown on his first patrol 
for 206 Squadron on 8th October, 1941. Flight Lieutenant Terry had been 
with him and had been the pilot that day. The veteran was Sergeant Durrant 
and the latest arrival was Sergeant Watts. They were accompanied by five 
other Lockheed Hudsons for this mission. In 1941 the Lockheed H udson 
was a plane used for aerial reconnaissance, to escort convoys of boats and 
to search for submarines. H owever, the Coastal Command had decided to 
use them for a raid and the target was the oil refinery at Donges, very close 
to the submarine base at Saint N azaire. 


The formation headed towards thetarget. As the objective was the oil refinery 
at Donges, the crew needed to face up to the terrible anti-air defence of the 
German submarine base which was close by. Oneplanereturned to England 
with technical problems but the other five arrived near the target. Suddenly 
scores of searchlights illuminated the sky, followed five minutes later by a 
deluge of shells from the guns of 22 M arine-flak-R egiment of Saint N azaire. 
The firing rate of these large calibre guns was 10 to 15 hits a minute. The 
searchlights looked for their prey in the sky. Suddenly, a searchlight (809 
M arineFlak, 7th Company) theonefrom theLaM oineriefarm where 10 to 
12 German soldiers were staying, caught H udson AM 837 VX-N in its sights. 
A second searchlight followed by a third and then many more trained their 
beams on the plane. The guns of the 22 M arine-Flak-Regiment continued 
to fire without respite at this unfortunate plane. 


Once AM 837 VX-N was hit it quickly lost altitude. The inhabitants of the 
Breteche's farm, families Dousset, Soreau and J ean Durand who werethere, 
watched helplessly as the plane which was on fire passed above them and 
crashed making a terrifying noise. Theimpact on the ground ina field known 
as 'leprederonces' was so violent that due to the speed of the planeit crossed 
over a little road and finally came to rest in a field called 'La Coulee’. The 
other planesin the mission arrived back in England at about 22.30. Onecan 
therefore estimate the time of the crash between 18.00 and 19.00. 


Straightaway, as was often the case, the French, who knew the roads and 
the countryside so well, arrived before the German soldiers. Even though 
it was forbidden and very dangerous to do this, Rogatienne Ginaud, who 
was 25 and lived at the M oinerie farm, ran to the crash site to try and help 
the victims but was only able to confirm that they were dead. The German 
soldiers nearest to the crash who were posted in the M oulin de Saint Viaud 
(near the town hall) arrived soon after. The bodies were picked up and 
taken to N antes that evening or the M onday morning. They were buried in 
the cemetery at N antes on Christmas Eve, 24th December, 1941, without 
being identified.

Arthur Keith-J opp and all family members used the hyphenated surname of K eith-J opp, however when Arthur joined the Army his surname was recorded as 
Jopp and this is the name on all his medals and records. In the following brief outline of his air service, his name is shown in both formats, namely as J opp 


and also as Keith-] opp. 
Arthur Harold Keith-] opp was Australia's sole representative in the Air over Gallipoli. 


W hen Australia remembers the sacrifices and hardships endured on the Gallipoli Peninsula, little thought if any is ever given to that of the war in the air over 
our trenches. That may largely be due to the fact that the Australian Flying Corps was in its infancy and would not become fully operational until later in 
the war. The sole responsibility of the air over Gallipoli fell to the Royal N avy and in particular the newly formed number 3 Squadron of the Royal N aval 


Air Service. 


Due to the large numbers of Australians on the peninsula, it made sense to the commander of No3 Sqn, Wing Commander Samson to put an Australian 
artillery observer in the sky. Commander Samson recorded the following 'Captain Jopp, an Australian who was a great fellow, usually came with me. As well 
as H elles and the Fleet we had Anzac to look after; and we did a lot of artillery co-operation for the Australians registering their heavy batteries on the Turk's 
guns, Jopp was the observer whom | detailed to specialise on Anzac; he had an eye like a hawk and it wasn't long before he had discovered most of the guns 
that were causing trouble.' J]opp also spotted warships onto enemy guns that were bursting shrapnel over the N ek in the August Offensive. H e left no record 


of what he felt looking down on that tiny battlefield.

Whilst in the air Captain Keith-Jopp was confronted by many enemy 
planes with Sir Charles Rosenthal noting that Capt. J] opp already 'had four 
encounters with enemy Taube's (planes) by the middleof August 1915.' One 
of these encounters was also recorded by Commander Bell-D avies of Victoria 
Cross (Gallipoli) fame of whom Captain K eith-] opp was observing for, stating 
that on the 10th August 'we met a German Ettrich (sic) Taube over Anzac. 
The pilot did not see us and | was able to come close behind him. J upp (sic) 
who had a rifle, started shooting and must have made good practice, for at 
about the fifth shot | saw the pilots face as he turned to look behind before 
going into a vertical dive. We heard afterwards that the Australians had full 
view of the encounter from their trenches. Convinced that we had shot down 
the German, they all started cheering.’ 


O ver the duration of Captain K eith-] opp's service in Gallipoli a good many 
more of his exploits were recorded, including taking part in the bombing 
of ships in Ak Bashi Liman. Commander Samson reported 'A terrible panic 
occurred, the tugs that had got Dhows in tow cut them off and steamed 
for the Asiatic shore. The gangs on the beach, who were now well used to 
aeroplane bombs, dropped everything and fled to the hills. | was trying to 
get a hit on the two steamers which were still at anchor. The eighth shot hit 
one. J opp said "What correction must | signal?" | said, "ReportO.K." (hit), 
the ninth shell hit the second steamer.’ Among the many gems published in 
reports, the following illustrates the lengths to which these pioneers adapted; 
'To extend therange of his aeroplanes Charles (Samson) installed long-range 
petrol tanks which saw Keith Jopp conducting mid-air refuelling using a 
rubber hose and a petrol tin!’ 


It was not long before Captain K eith-) opp was wounded, Commander H arold 
Kerby (later Air Vice Marshall) wrote about the incident, ‘Commander 
Samson, with Captain Keith Jopp as observer, started away this morning 
on early reconnaissance and over Suvla the machine was struck by an anti- 
aircraft shell and Jopp was wounded. They managed to get down safely, 
landing on the salt lake, but the machine was destroyed by Turkish shelling. 
Keith J opp isin a hospital ship.’ 


H owever this did not stop Captain K eith-J opp and before long was in flight 
again as Commander Samson wrote, 'I despatched Thomson with J opp as his 
observer to see what they could do to the large camp | had located at Kara 
Bunar; right thoroughly they stirred things up with two 12Ib and four 20Ib 
bombs. As they approached, the Turks began to stream out of the tents; but 
some were too late. One 12Ib fell amongst the tents and demolished three of 
them; the second one fell amongst a large body of men running to seek shelter 
in a gully. Jopp observed that the explosion killed a great many.' 
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By the end of December our troops had departed the peninsula and 
Captain Keith-Jopp resumed his role with the Australian Artillery. For 
his efforts in the air over Gallipoli, Captain Keith-)J opp was mentioned in 
despatches and promoted to Major. With promotion came command of 
his own Artillery Battery (103rd) in France, where he was to go on to be 
awarded the Distinguished Service Order. When the Second World War 
was declared M ajor Keith-]opp, away from home working for the Bank of 
South Africa, enlisted again and was placed in charge of the South African 
coastal defences. 


There seems little doubt that had Keith-J opp been under direct Australian 
Command whilst 'in the air’ over Gallipoli, he would have unquestionably 
been recommended for a higher award than a'MID' as theRN AS pilots all 
received decorations (DSCs). 


This collection is unique and of the highest importance being the only 
Australian uniform in theair in a fully active role during the entire Gallipoli 
campaign. A man recognised for his ability among his peer group and often 
selected by his boss, Commander Samson, to accompany him on many 
dangerous missions. 


Also, interestingly, M ajor K eith-] opp was the brother-in-law of General Sir 
H enry George Chauvel GCM G, KCB.

Regiment landed early on the 25 April 1915 and advanced up Hill 138, 
charging the Turkish wire alongside the Essex Regiment.

John Robert Dunn, journalist with Wairarapa Daily Times at M asterton, 
NZ, born 22 November 1888 at Tinui in Wairarapa Province, the son of 
Scottish immigrants - he was named John Robert after his two brothers, 
John and Robert, who died on the voyage to N ew Zealand in 1876; raised 
as a Roman Catholic, he grew up on the family farm 'Willowbank' and 
attended the local school at Whakataki near Castlepoint; Enl.01Aug1914 
posted to 17 (Ruahine) Coy of Wellington Infantry Bn; Emb.160 ct1914 
on HMNZT Arawa meeting up with Australian troop transport ships in 
Western Australia and departed from Albany 01N 0v1914; on 09N ov1914 
the Arawa wireless operator picked up a signal from an unknown ship 
in the area of the Cocos Islands. One of the troop convoy escort ships, 
H M AS Sydney, was sent to investigate. She discovered the German raider, 
SM S Emden, that had been stalking the convoy and in the following battle 
Sydney defeated Emden in the first naval action of WWI. This caused great 
excitement on the Arawa as they followed the progress of the battle from 
messages transmitted from Sydney; 15D ec1914 Zietoun Training Camp to 
qualify as M achine Gunner;12A pr1915 to Island of Lemnos to gather before 
the attack on Gallipoli. 
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Sunday 25Apr1915 5.30pm landed on beach at Gallipoli and could see the 
dead and wounded lying on the beach from a previous attack by the Anzacs; 
27Apr1915 at Quinn's Post Dunn's unit made their way up a very steep hill 
under heavy fire, assisted by Infantry, several of their men were killed and 
the machine gun jammed on numerous occasions; 14M ay1915 his brother 
M att, also a machine gunner, visited 'Jack' Dunn - M att was wounded the 
very next day with shrapnel to his arm; 16M ay1915 taken by Fleetsw eeper 
N ewmarket and admitted to hospital suffering from pneumonia, then taken 
to Lemnos for specialist treatment; 15)un1915 returned to duty where his 
unit was so close to the Turks they could hear them moving around in the 
trenches and this was where he was on sentry duty. H e had not been relieved, 
he was still sick and consequently fell asleep after being warned not to and 
was discovered by an officer - by commentary on the circumstances another 
soldier was to say 'you are dead on your feet, and at night time when you 
are standing up you would give your soul for an hour's sleep’. 


Ata field court-martial Dunn was charged and he pleaded guilty. A sentence 
of death was laid down. 


The judgement was remitted by General Sir lan Hamilton Commander-in- 
Chief. Thereis a photo at the Australian War M emorial that shows Dunn on 
5Augl1915 bareheaded and under armed guard and in front of his regiment, 
the sentence 'to suffer death by being shot’ was read out and then remitted 
due to his previous good conduct and his health.; 8Aug1915 just three days 
after his reprieve, his unit was part of the attack on Chunuk Bair, initially 
having success but the Turks, after bitter hand to hand fighting, retook it. 
Sadly 700 men of the Wellington Bn died that day including] ohn Dunn who 
was shot through the throat and died instantly; he has no Known grave but 
is Commemorated on the Chunuk Bair (N ew Zealand) M emorial. 


John Dunn was one of the twenty-eight New Zealand servicemen who 
were court-martialled during the First World War. He was the first N ew 
Zealander in World War 1 to be sentenced to death by court martial, and 
the only one at Gallipoli. The guilty verdict of his court-martial sentence 
has never been revoked. 


In the Wairarapa Daily Times, 10 September 1915 it was reported, ‘Private 
"Jack" Dunn, of Masterton, who is reportedly in to-day's casualty list as 
"believed to bekilled" was avery popular resident of the town. H ewas about 
26 years of age, and was ason of Mr M. Dunn, farmer, of Whakataki. For 
years past he had followed journalistic pursuits, and was a member of the 
literary staff of the "Wairarapa Daily Times" when he enlisted in the M ain 
New Zealand Expeditionary Force. Previous to that he had been on the 
staffs of the" N ew Zealand Times" and Levin "Chronicle". In athletic circles 
Private Dunn was well and favourably known. H ewasa well-known runner. 
H ehad been a member of the Wairarapa Amateur Athletic Club, serving on 
the management committee of the club, and was secretary of the M asterton 
Harrier Club at the time he enlisted. He took a keen and active interest in 
football, and had played for the Red Star Club. He had also played a good 
deal of cricket and hockey. The deceased was a very promising journalist, 
and had a bright career before him. H e wrote several interesting letters to 
the "Wairarapa Daily Times" on the doings of the N ew Zealand troops at 
the front, the last appearing in our columns on Wednesday. T he news of his 
death will be received with feelings of deep regret throughout the Wairarapa, 
and thesympathy of a wide circle of friends will be extended to the relatives 
in their bereavement. ' 


John Dunn's name is listed on the Tinui War M emorial constructed in 1924 
at Wairarapa, alongside the names of all other local men who died while 
fighting for N ew Zealand in the First World War. H eis also commemorated 
by the Commonwealth War Graves Commission, along with 849 other N ew 
Zealand soldiers with no known graves whose names are listed on TheN ew 
Zealand M emorial to the M issing on Chunuk Bair. 


Several members of the extended Dunn family have explored the details of 
John Dunn's lifeincluding the artist Pat White, his great nephew, who created 
an exhibition based on Dunn's story through the Wairarapa M useum of Art 
and History, and wrote an accompanying paperback book, ‘Gallipoli: in 
search of a family story’, published by Red Roofs in 2005.

2734'. Thediary begins, '| was 19 had my b'day at Liverpool in X Company Depot - Bugle’. H edescribes the voyage from Australia and on 4 July 1915 writes, 
‘on ship was Orderly Bugler’ and then on 25 July 'Went to Cairo - Guard Bugler’. Over the course of the next several days Pte Darby makes the following 
entries, ‘31/7/15 Riotin Cairo & shops burnt by Australians the wassar (sic). 1/8/15 Riotin Heliopolis & at Les pymids (sic) H otel by M elbourne 24th. 2/8/15 
Brigade Bugler. 11/8/15 told to get ready to go to the front’.

17th 15, makes a request to the effect, 'lf Anything Should Happen to me 
during the Evacuation | want the Book sent to Leo M cGroder, 32 Bourne, 
Enmore, Sydney, N SW Signed 1173] Darby H eadquarters 19th Batt’. From 
this entry it appears that Pte Darby knew on the 17th that his unit would 
be evacuating on the 19th. 


All of thediary entries for Pte Darby's service on Gallipoli have not been listed 
but from reading them it becomes obvious that war is marked by periods of 
intense boredom and deprivations of even themost common day things. For 
example Darby makes a big deal out of the 'Issue of 2 eggs’. Then there are 
the weather conditions that have to be endured, from stifling heat through 
to freezing cold, all with basic clothing and little adequate shelter. Another 
regular feature of his diary notesis the ongoing shelling from both allied ships 
in the harbour at the enemy and the Turks firing on the trenches. T he latter 
usually just passing overhead or around the general area, with most recorded 
in his dairy as ‘all's well’. For many soldiers these are the stark realities of 
war that are occasionally broken by an assault on or by the enemy. 


During his time at Gallipoli, Pte Darby was the bugler for Catholic masses 
and burials. After the successful evacuation from there he served in France 
until wounded. He received appropriate medical treatment and following 
a period of convalescence he was posted to the fledgling Australian Flying 
Corpsasacook until war's end. Dueto the gassing injury he received whilst 
serving on the Western Front his life post war was relatively short as he died 
in 1930. His wife Nellie raised their children on her own. One of Nanna 
Darby's grandchildren, Peter Clarke then aged 11, wanted to bein a school 
band so she kindly gave him her ‘treasured bugle’ that she had kept stored 
in atrunk, a link to the grandfather he had heard so much about but never 
knew. He took it to school for 'show and tell’ and regularly played it at 
home, a reminder of his grandfather's wartime experience and hardship. Until 
recently, the bugle has been on loan to the AN ZAC M emorial in Sydney. It 
is now being offered for sale nearly 100 years to the day since John Darby 
enlisted in the AIF on 23 M arch 1915.

Inside the diary is marked, ‘John. L. Stone/Lieut: 4th Worcester/R egt Prisoner of War/Turkey 6th Aug. 1915'. At the left of this is recorded his details in Arabic. 
On page 1 Stone writes, '9817 Pte Charles Edward Butcher my Batman. Killed 6 Aug 1915’, also '12452 L/Cpl Eli Edwards one of my Corporals. Killed 6 
Aug 1915’, and '12962 Pte (L/Cpl) David Lewis who on the 6 Aug 1915 carried me on his back for over a mile & undoubtedly saved my life.’ 


The attack at Krithia Vineyard on 6 Aug 1915 virtually annihilated the 4 Worcester Regt as a fighting force with losses of 16 officers and 752 ORs either 
killed, wounded or missing. In his diary, Lt Stone enters, '3.50 Charge 300 yds, men falling by the dozen & fire terrible.’ Then he writes, 'Find myself half 
dazed by bomb concussion, lying among a pile of our own dead, in a Turkish trench, on the parapit (sic) were the Turkish soldiers.... Soon all who were not 
dead were gone, except L/C Lewis who bravely refused to leave me in spite of the threats of the Turks.' 


Lt Stone then gives a detailed account of their brief trek before being captured by three German officers and then a very detailed account of the removal of 
both to Krithia and a hospital nearby. H e states that he was very well treated for his wounds and well fed by the Germans and Turks with the Turkish officers 
sharing their food with him during the following days. During his transportation from hospital he notes coming across 17 Australians and N ew Zealanders 
who werelaid in thesun with no medical treatment. W hen placed on a hospital ship Lt Stone was told that he should consider himself a member of the officer's 
mess. H e was allowed to walk around the deck and once again came across the Australian and NZ soldiers who were laid out on the rear deck. There were 
also many injured Turkish soldiers on board. 


Eventually they arrived at a POW hospital facility which he refers to as T he Black H ole of Constantinople where the treatment was bad. On 30 Aug 1915 he 
wrote in his diary, 'To the M inister of War. We have wounded prisoners of war cannot understand our present treatment; and require an explanation. M any 
of the men being badly wounded will die. Signed by - Capt Coxon, Lieut Stone, French Officer Paul O??ovy'. He also notes in the diary a list in number of 
those at the facility including 23 Australians and 17 N ew Zealanders. He has various signatures and names recorded in the diary some of these being S.L. 
Stormonth 15th Bn AIF, L.H. Luscombe 2Lt 14 Battn AIF. 


Asan example of the conditions under which prisoners were Kept, it should be noted that the abovementioned Stewart Lyle Stormonth post war resumed his 
job with the] ustice Department as Clerk of Petty Sessions at Nambour in Queensland but on 13 Sep 1935, after a brief conversation with the Under Secretary 
of Justice, he pulled out a revolver and fatally shot himself twice in the chest. It was thought that his time as a POW had led to this action even though it was 
nearly twenty years later.

M ajor General Sir Charles Snodgrass KBE, CB, CM G, VD was born in 1853 at Killeen Station in Longwood, Victoria. H ewas educated at M elbourne Grammar 
School and initially attended medical school in M elbourne but completed his degree in Edinburgh. In 1876 he served as a medical officer with the Turkish 
Army which was engaged in a war with Serbia. H e was present at the first and second battles of Plevna in Bulgaria but fortunately was not present when it 
was captured by the Russians in December 1877. This service earned the nickname at the time of ‘Plevna’ Ryan and he was awarded the Turkish Orders of 
M edjidie and Osmanieh and the War M edal. 


W hile on General Birdwood's staff at Gallipoli in M ay 1915 Ryan, now in a much more senior medical role and on the opposing side to his former allies, the 
Turks, had the opportunity to move around almost at will so he began recording his experiences using a stereoscopic camera. A new and popular method of 
photography at the time, the images were meant to be seen on a special viewer in 3-d. Ryan took outstanding stereoscopic photos and these, identical to the 
ones offered in this lot, now form a valuable part of the Australian War M emorial's Gallipoli Collection. Charles Ryan's son, Rupert, was a Lieutenant Colonel 
in WWI and awarded a DSO in 1918 and CMG in 1928 for service with the Inter-Allied High Commission. He served as the Federal M ember for Flinders 
until his death in 1952. Charles' daughter, Ethel (nickname M aie), married Richard Casey, later Lord Casey Governor General of Australia 1965-69.

In his statement, Lt Johnson in relation to his capture at Lagincourt in part 
states, 'The artillery were only 300 yards behind me and were absolutely 
silent and | went back to see what they were doing. | found them all asleep 
in their dugouts. | got them up and their officer gave an order to stand by the 
guns. Almost immediately the German hand grenades came within 50 yards 
of the guns. T he officer then gave the order to take out the breech blocks and 
get away. | heard a gun firing which | knew to bea Vickers and thinking that 
one of my guns was still holding out, | made my way back to get in touch 
with them. It was a very uncertain light and | had only gone about 50 yards 
beforel fell into a company of Germans. (Sehleswig H olstein). | was covered 
by their rifles and did not get a chance to get away. 


| subsequently found that the Germans themselves were firing our gun.’ He 
then writes that he was taken through the Hindenburg wire to Pronvilleand 
after a few hours was marched over the next few days, along with other 
prisoners, mostly without food until being put on a train. He was at three 
different camps, Karlsruhe, Crefeld and Strohen, this last one he describes 
as absolutely disgusting with terrible food and sanitary conditions and staff 
that did their best to make the POWs life intolerable. 


H is first escape attempt was made with a party of twelve officers by using a 
tunnel however while constructing it they struck water and the tunnel had 
to be abandoned. Then he made another attempt, this time successful, on 
19 November in company with two English officers by cutting the wire and 
walking, only at night, to the frontier which he crossed at about 5A.M. on 
Sunday 25 N ovember. 


His diary includes details of items he used to escape as follows, 'M ap and 
Compass - map traced on ‘oiled paper’ (note paper into which butter has 
been rubbed) from Ordnance map borrowed from English officer. Compass 
-Home-made. | disembowelled my wristlet watch, inserted a pin in the centre 
of the back to act as a pivot, on which | balanced a needle which was cut 
from a safety razor blade and magnetised a piece of small Iuminous hand 
of watch on N. end of needle enabled us to use it at night.’ He finalises his 
account with a list of all Australian officers that he saw while in captivity.

Recommendation (20/10/1917): ‘At Inferno Dump, N. of Zillebeke on the 
night of 27th October, 1917 at about 99m the Dump was hit by an enemy 
incendiary shell and set alight. Immediately the Guard gave the alarm, this 
Officer - who was in charge - summoned the whole of his Dump party. 
N othwithstanding that some of the boxes containing 18-pr. Ammunition 
had caught fire and many rounds were exploding, he rallied his men with 
considerable gallantry and by setting a magnificent example of courage, 
he - in the face of great personal danger - succeeded in eventually having 
the fire extinguished.

In M orris' military records thereisa solicitor's letter dated 2 September 1938 
requesting a copy of his war record to be used in defence of H.H. M orris 
of Yalca for a criminal charge to be heard at Shepparton, Victoria about 
13 September. M orris was found not guilty in a sensational case that was 
reported in the Advocate (Burnie, Tasmania) on Wednesday 14 September 
1938, p7 as follows, 
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ALLEGED MURDER AND DEATH PACT MAN AND WIFE 
ACQUITTED: 


AMAZING STORY TOLD SHEPPARTON (Vic.), Tuesday. 


After hearing an amazing story of an alleged suicide pact, the jury in the 
Supreme Court to-day found Herbert Henry M orris (51), farmer, of Yalca, 
and his wife, Winifred Teresa M orris (32), not guilty on charges of having 
attempted to murder each other; of having attempted to commit suicide, and 
of having attempted to murder their baby, aged three months, on J une 6. 


It was alleged by the Crown that the couple decided to take poison and 
then crash their car, to make the death of themselves and their child appear 
accidental. M r. Cussen (for the Crown) said M rs. M orris got on her husband's 
nerves with her obsessions after their child was born. Finally he said that if 
she wanted to do away with herself he would go, too. He bought poison for 
Sparrows, and tried it on a dog, which he eventually killed with a hammer 
to end its misery. They put poison on puff pastry, and on June 6 went to 
the township, said Mr. Cussen. Both had drinks and returned home. Later 
they took the pellets, and then M orris drove the car at a fast pace, 45 to 
50 miles per hour, and then turned it over. None of the occupants was 
seriously injured. 


Three in Hospital Dr. N. J. Parker, who attended them after the crash, said 
that M orris was talkative, and showed signs of having taken liquor. He 
said, 'We have taken strychnine rolled up in paste.’ They were suffering 
from poisoning then and later. The three were in hospital for 15 days. Dr. 
Parker said Mrs. M orris was abnormal physically and mentally after the 
child was born. 


DetectiveR. Gregory said M orris said he expected the child to bekilled in the 
crash, but when the charge was read M rs. M orris said, ‘It is all wrong.’ 


Wife's Delusions

It is pretty tough, this, he said. 'M y wife, after the birth of the baby, had 
fits of depression, but | did not think they would land me here. She kept on 
saying she was suffering from all sorts of complaints, and that she would end 
her life. | tried to reason with her. It was difficult. After some weeks, | said, 
‘Look. Don't do it. I'll go with you.' | hoped it would relieve her mind, and 
that she would forget her ideas. You see, | loved her very much. The kiddie 
- well | worship her before God. At the finish | said, ‘I'll go with you.’ 


Decided to End Lives 


‘| did not have much left, and did not feel like carrying on. We decided to 
end our lives.’ '| do not drink very much, and my wife is a teetotaller. That 
day | filled myself with whisky. | made my wife drink too. We returned 
home, and when we got to the gate! think | was sobering. We talked it over 
again. Only for her mental condition, she did not want to end her life, and | 
am perfectly certain | did not want to end mine.’ 'All | remember was what 
she said at the gate, which was, let's go home. God did not intend us to do 
this terrible thing. We went home happy. We lit a fire and put the baby to 
bed.' She said, ‘We will have something to eat and; go to bed.' We went to 
the bedroom, and then she collapsed. She said, 'I can't go on with it.’ She 
got bad. | went to her bag and took the poisoned pellets to the kitchen.- | 
fixed two more pellets. They looked new, | got fragments of the old pellets 
and ran them across the newer ones. | threw the old pellets containing the 
poison into a shed in the garden. 


‘| put the new, harmless pellets in her bag. She seemed to get better, and | 
got some whisky. | am not used to drink, but | got some and gave her one.' 
M orris added that he got into the car with his wife and baby, intending 
to take them to his sister's place. He thought they would be better there. 
He must have come back, but had not the slightest recollection of having 
swallowed the pellets. 'l remembered next lying on the ground after the 
crash,’ he concluded.

HM AS Parramatta was assigned to the Red Sea Force in July 1940, and 
arrived in Aden at the month's end. The sloop was later transferred to the 
M editerranean Fleet. While in the M editerranean, Parramatta was one of 
several warships used to supply and support the Allied forces besieged at 
Tobruk, and appropriately nicknamed the Tobruk Ferry Service. While 
operating off Tobruk on 24 June 1941, Parramatta, the British sloop HMS 
Auckland, and the petrol carrier Pass of Balmaha were attacked by over 
70 dive bombers. The Australian warship shot down three aircraft during 
the engagement without receiving major damage, but Auckland was sunk. 
Parramatta later helped recover the 164 survivors. 


On 25 Nov 1941, HMAS Parramatta and HM S Avon Vale left Alexandria 
escorting the ammunition ship Hanne on the run into Tobruk. Near to 
midnight on 26 November the ships were about 25 miles north of Bardia, 
in a ‘pitch black dark raining night' when she was hit amidships by a single 
torpedo from U-559 under the command of Hans H eidtmann. This caused 
a catastrophic explosion inside her magazine that tore the ship apart. The 
damage was so significant that the sloop's captain only had time to order 
‘abandon ship' before Parramatta rolled to starboard. 


About 30 survivors, including two officers clung to a raft that floated between 
the debris. Of the 161 officers and crew and 12 British M arines on board, 
all were lost except 22 of the crew and one British M arine. 


The sloop's wartime service was later recognised by the battle honour 
‘Libya 1941'. 


AB A.E. M yers was in Director Control when the ship was torpedoed and 
as he 'hit the water’ his watch stopped at 12.41am. With other survivors he 
climbed on to one of the propeller blades and sat there until a depth charge 
rolled loose over the side, at which time he swam to the French Float (used 
for mine-sweeping) that had been floating near the ship. Approaching on the 
horizon was the destroyer H.M . Avon Vale, as she moved closer he decided 
to swim to her. Adjacent to the ship and after several attempts to get him 
on board, he managed to catch the last lifebelt thrown and was pulled on 
board after 3 1/ 2 hours in the water.

Emil Feuerheerdt never married and had no children. He was renowned in 
his local area as having an extensive knowledge of scientific, horticultural 
and floricultural matters and was a well known breeder of Romney M arsh 
sheep. He was Chairman of the District Council Lucindale 1907-1915. He 
was also Chairman of the local branch of the Agricultural Bureau as well 
as holding positions with various other groups during his life and was a 
member of the N arracoorte M asonic Lodge. H e was offered the command 
of a Transport in WWI - 1914 but declined as he was too sick. Lt-Colonel 
Emil Feuerheerdt died at Adelaide on 19 August 1915 at age 51. He had 
no overseas service. 


Thebook, A History of "The Bakers Range Settlement" that accompanies the 
lot has full details of the history of Crower Station. At its peak this station 
was shearing 40,000 sheep annually and it was the Feuerheerdt brothers who 
introduced the first shearing machinery to the district. Under its principal, 
Emil Feuerheerdt, the Crower Romney Marsh Stud was registered being 
only the second stud to be registered in Australia. In 1919 Crower Station 
and its stately nineroomed, double story homestead was purchased by J ohn 
M clnnes. There are photos in the book of Emil Feuerheerdt as a member of 
the District Council of Lucindalein 1902-1903 and again in 1913, and also 
he is listed as Chairman of the Council 1907-1915.

Citation: 'A thoroughly efficient and sound captain of transport aircraft 
with a particularly high sense of duty and a fine record of reliability. Flight 
Lieutenant Nash has over 3,500 hours to his credit, including 970 hours 
in the last nine months, and 400 hours between 1st April and 31st June, 
1944. Joining the Royal Air Force as an aircraft apprenticein 1925, hewas 
mustered in a technical trade but later qualified as a pilot, and served in India 
and Egypt. In Britain he reverted to his basic trade and in 1939 was seconded 
to the Royal N ew Zealand Air Force for engineering duties in 1941, being 
commissioned that year, and after serving with a bomber reconnaissance 
squadron, became chief instructor on Walrus flying boats of the Seaplane 
Training Flight.

Squadron Leader H.A. Nash was on loan to the RNZAF attached to 40 
Squadron during WWII when he was awarded the Air Force Cross in 
1945. Before it could be issued to him he was transferred back to England. 
Arrangements were made to present the medal to him in 1949 as King 
George V! was scheduled to make a Royal Tour and Sqd Ldr N ash was to 
be the King's pilot. Unfortunately, the King was ill and the tour cancelled. 
About that time N ash decided to retire from the RAF and return to N ew 
Zealand with his family as his two daughters had been born there. During 
a reunion of the General Reconnaissance Squadron that N ash attended, Sir 
Denis Blundell, the NZ Governor-General was also attending and heard of 
his plight. In due course, Sir Denis made the arrangements for the award 
to be presented by himself to Sqd Ldr Nash in 1975. Much overdue, it 
complimented the Royal Victorian Order (5th Class) that was awarded to 
Sqd Ldr Nash in the N ew Year Honour's list of 1952 in recognition of his 
service as King's pilot.

14. Original Travel Orders issued to Capt. F. Lefroy confirming service with 
Locker-Lampson and giving details of his return to Australia in J uly 1919. 


As a result of this collection, it has been possible to piece together the 
following information about some truly amazing Australian and New 
Zealand men who not only participated, but commanded various key 
positions as officers in the unit. Their story is told through these photos. 


Captain Francis Charles Bruce Lefroy (born, Western Australia and was 
theson of Premier Sir H. Lefroy KCM G). Captain Lefroy was the transport 
officer and Brigade Quartermaster whilst serving with Locker-Lampson's 
Armoured Cars in Russia and Dunsterforce in M esopotamia, earning him 
the high award of a Distinguished Service Cross in Russia. 


Captain Samuel Jackson Hanna (Auckland, New Zealand). Captain 
H anna served as the Adjutant with Locker-Lampson's Armoured Cars in 
Russia and with Dunsterforce in M esopotamia. Both Captain Lefroy and 
Captain H anna were credited as the heart of operations and awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross for leadership. Captain H anna was also further 
awarded the Russian Order of St. Anneand his medals are on display at the 
Army M useum, Waiouru. 


Captain Patrick Richard Stewart Walford (Western Australian, brother-in- 
law to Premier Lefroy). Initially enlisted as number 224 with the 10th Light 
H orse AIF and was sent to Gallipoli from where he was evacuated due to 
wounds (bomb blast). It is in England where Walford, Sholl and Crossing 
appear to have been recruited by Captain Lefroy and Captain Gawler. 
Captain Walford went on to serve with Locker-Lampson's Armoured Cars 
in Russia and Dunsterforce in M esopotamia. DN W auction house sold the 
medal group to Captain Walford's driver (Sgt Spencer). The Following extract 
from Sgt Spencer's diary tells an amazing part of Captain Walfords story, 
‘At once Sub. Lieutenant Walford swooped out with his car to the rescue, 
drawing M axim after M axim of the enemy as he advanced. H ewon the flats 
and got within 40 yards of where the Russian car lay up to the axles against 
the barbed wire, and searched the trenches near him again and again. But 
the impact of accumulated metal was terrific. It failed, indeed, to pierce the 
armour, but shattered the bare thought of a continuous frontal attack. In 
fact, the enemy bullets sprayed against the driver's shield in such numbers 
that, although harmless in themselves, they threw off nickel splashes in a 
sort of mist which obscured the driver's view. Walford got the car to reverse 
and fired uninterruptedly with excellent effect until his car, too, foundered 
in the mud. Still he stuck to it, keeping the Bulgarians near him deep in their 
trenches and picking off those who exposed themselves, until a lucky enemy 
shot ripped up the casing of his M axim and put it out of action. The feat of 
extricating the car was prodigious, but she struggled forth after two of her 
crew had been wounded. Asfor Walford and the driver, their faces a bleeding 
rash from the minute pinpoints of nickel flung off by the striking bullets.’ 


Captain Geoffrey N oel Gawler (Western Australian). Captain Gawler served 
with Locker-Lampson's Armoured Cars in Russia and Dunsterforce in 
M esopotamia. Captain Gawler was awarded the M ilitary Cross. No direct 
citation appears for his MC apart from the following, recorded as a MID 
(possibly upgraded). 'An Australian officer and the youngest in the Force. He 
has seen service in Persia, Roumania and Russia and fought gallantly with 
thecars during the retreat. When his car was lost in action in Galicia he took 
a rifle and rallied the Russian troops in the trenches for two hours.’ 
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Captain Walter Leonard Crossing (Western Australian). Captain Crossing 
enlisted as number 767 with the 11th Battalion AIF and was evacuated 
due to wounds received in the initial landing at Gallipoli. It is in England 
where Crossing, Sholl and Walford appear to have been recruited by 
Captain Lefroy and Captain Gawler. Captain Crossing served with Locker- 
Lampson's Armoured Cars in Russia and Dunsterforce in M esopotamia. It 
was during this service that he was awarded the Distinguished Service O rder, 
Distinguished Service Cross and the Russian Order of St. George. A truly 
amazing group of awards. 


Captain Guy Trevarton Sholl (Western Australian). Captain Sholl enlisted as 
number 135 in the 10th Light H orse AIF and was evacuated from Gallipoli 
to England with Enteric Fever. It is in England where Sholl, Crossing and 
Walford appear to have been recruited by Captain Lefroy and Captain 
Gawler. Captain Sholl served with Locker-Lampson's Armoured Cars in 
Russia and Dunsterforce in M esopotamia. Captain Sholl was also awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross in Russia. 


Lieutenant Clive Benson Hull (Auckland, New Zealand). Very little 
information appears on Lieutenant H ull's service and it was only due to a 
mention in the Auckland Weekly N ews magazine (about Captain H anna) 
that it was realised that another N ew Zealander served in the unit. It appears 
that he was married in Western Australia in 1937, suggesting a very strong 
bond between all of these Anzacs.
